Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The discussion was related to the references of Morita et al and 
Tzeng et al. The examiner agrees with Mr. Krassowski, Mr. Cartiglia, and Reis that the references lack reference to a 
high production process with application of the exfoliated graphite sheet by peeling the release sheet from the graphite 
sheet at a maximum speed without delaminating the graphite particles from the graphite sheet. However, additional 
search will be required prior to allowance.
